Farmers Tired. 


Gray haired old Cyrus Brown, whose 


farm adjoins the grove where the march- 
ing miners are encamped, will be sir 
knight commander of the second orusaoe. 
Farmer Brown and some of his neigh- 
bors came to Coffoen, and asked tbe 
sheriff to disperse tbe mining crusaders. 
They said they were tired of seeing the 
corpus of their pet pullets decreasing 
steadily eve*y night 
since "General 


Bradley led his men into camp. 
They 


had heaped contumely upon their neigh- 
bors' hogs for rooting up all the sweet 
potatoes In the field only to find foot 
prints leading in the general direction of 
Camp Staunton. 


Besides, the farmers said, it was not 


money in their pockets to have to grab up 


f 
their muskets, unharness tbelr horses 
from their wagons, and ride posthaste in 
to Coffeen every time a rumor came that 
the crusaders were about to advance upon 
tha coal mine 
They were not angry, 


they told Sheriff Handall, but they were 
growlneveiy tired 


Sheriff Randall said he could not dis- 


perse tbe miners as he was much too busy 
guarding property in Coffeen, but he said 
ho saw no objections to tbe farmers, who 
were the poisons most interested, going 
to tbe miners r,nd telling them plainly 
that tbe crusade was getting old and 
frayed at the edges, and for them to seek 
greener fields and pastures new 


Decide to Serve Netlce. 


The farmers finally decided t» send one 


of their number to Camp Staunton today 
and tell the miners that their presence 
was no longer desired In the community 
and for them to leave. Then, if the orn • 
saders do not go, to meet the marching 
minors with marching farmers and use 
what foron may be necessary.

CoSeen. The mine means a good deal to 
them. They don't want it to be closed, 
not even to please "General" Bradley.

One of the most notable cities of 


India is Agra, the city of the magnifi- 
cent Sultan Akbar, who flourished 
three centuries ago. Agra is one of the 
places which the globe-trotter must 
viuit on his way from Bombay to Cal- 
cutta, taking in that route Jeypore, 
•with its silk factories; Delhi, with its 
sacred bulls; Cawnpore and Lucknow, 
ifull of memories and scenes of the 
(great Sepoy mutiny, 40 years ago, Be- 
nares, city of the pilgrims, and Agra, 
city of the grandest tomb in the world 
and of the Mohammedan cathedral of 
India, the largest in that country and 
perhaps the largest in the world. While 
there is much in ruined fort and castle 
to remind the traveler of Akbar, it is 
in the swords and daggers made here 
that one is apt to remember that the 
Mohammedan conquerer of India estab- 
lished his armorers in business here in 
the jear 1600, or thereabouts.

have gold demonetized. This miner is as 
•wise as some of the free, silvefites who 
never discovered that the coinage of silver 
ought to be free at the ratio of Ib to 1 un 
til one ounce of gold was worth more 
than 16 ounces of silver as a commodity 
Because gold become-? plentiful will uot 
afford a reaso/i for demonetizing it 
Sll 


ver was denied the rieht of free coinage 
because gold and silver in the form of 
coin as a measure of value could not be 
kept in harmony. It became a question 
among the commercial nations of the 
world bow to rid themselves of the an 
noyance of a so called double standard 
and one by one they did It by lawfully 
recognizing as the standard that money 
metal which commerce, without tho aid 
of law, had recognized at the standard- 
gold 
Gold was always worth intrinsic- 


ally as much as bullion as In coin. Mint 
age never affected its value as a commod 
Hy. Silver in c-oln was never worth more 
intrinsically than In bullion. 
Mintage 


never affected its value as a commodity. 
These facts as to gold and silver are well 
established, it being clew that the mint- 
age of an ounce of silver or an ounc« of 
gold adds nothing to its value. The per- 
son who took an ounce of either to the 
mint was no richer when he came awny 
from the mint than when he went,to it. 
The cry for free coinage Is never bears ex 
oeptwhen somebody wants to coin a cheap 
dollar with which to swindle his neighbor 
under the protection of a legal tender pro- 
vision. 


The discovery of a great amount of gold 


might make gold cheaper as a commod- 
ity, as compared with some other com- 
modity, but an ounce of it as a commod- 
ity would be worth jnst aa muob as an 
ounce of It in coin free coinage or BO free 
coinage, so that gold measured by itself 
will show neither appreo'ation or depreci- 
ation. Nobody is wise enough to say 
whether an ounce of gold is worth more 
or less today than It was In the days of 
King Solomon, bat the fluctuations of 
silver is a common problem because as a 
money metal It has always been measured 
by aold.

Variety is the charm of Hawaii. There

ental comfort, and does so successfully 
Its population, as is natural in a sea- 
port that is half way along so many 
routes between the west and the fai 
east and the far south, is thoroughly 
cosmopolitan. 
Men and women from 


all the world over Jive there. 
There 


are not a great many from any one 
country, for the population is only 80,- 
000, but they make up in variety what 
they lack in numbers. 
While in Honolulu tourists may live 


in hotels and be served in th* general 
dining-room, or they may take one ol

The hill is 50C 
feet high and gives one a chance to Jo 
pate the points of chief interest about 
the capital. He may then ride to the 
Pali, about six miles out, past the roya: 
mausoleum and the ancient home bl 
Kamehamehalll.and'vjp along the edge 
iof a precipice from 500 to 1,200 feet in 
height, whence is obtained a glorious 
iview of the valley. 


Diamond Head, an extinct crater, ii 


not far from town and is worth visit 
jng as a preliminary study in volcanoes 
gait lake, with its subterranean outte 
to the sea, is worth a visit; also th 
vast rice fields of Pearl Loch, whirf 
may be reached by trail, railroad o 
horseback. Folk fond of ferns may en 
joy themselves searchin-g-forspccimen 
of' the 150 varieties that have bee 
found. Pearl harbor, 12 miles east o 
Honolulu, should be visited, and 6 
should some of the larger sugar planta 
tions just outside the town. 


The number of attractive excursion 


is almost endless, but the grandest of 
all is to Tu volcano, on Hawaii. 


Hawaii is the largest island and gives 


its name to the group. Roughly it is 
00 miles long and 70 miles wide. It is 
woil'd famous for its volcanoes, Kilauen 
and Mauna Loa. Kilauea is ever ac- 
tive. Its crater is a seething lake ol 
flre, known as Pele's wratfb. Pele, ac- 
cording to mythology, is queen of hell. 


Next in wonder is the surf, where the 


breakers are 10, 12 and even 35 feet 
high. Native men and women ride the 
waves on thin surf boards, standing 
erect in the clothes they wore when 
they were born. The beautiful Kain- 
bow falls, a mile from ITilo, Hawaii':- 
port of entry, should surely be visited 
So should the coffee district, where the 
yield overages 1,200 .pounds to an acre 
There are two routes to the volcano- 
one by way of Hilo. the other by way 
of Kau. The fare either way is $25: 
horse to summit and return to-Hilo or 
Kau, $20; guide, $5; pack animal with 
man', $10; food, $5; 24 hours at Volcano 
house. $5; incidentals. $10—total. ?SO 
Alongeach of these routes until Kilauea 
is reached there is much to see than 
Will be missed on flu? other, so if one 
has time one should make the journey 
twice. At Kilauea on the Kau route are 
the ancient residences of the kipgs of 
Hawaii artd the Cook monument. M 
the mountain there are sulphur vapor 
baths, with attendants skilled in lomi 
lonii, or Hawaiian rnassa'ge. Pele's hair 
and the shining lavn may be gathered 
for mementos.
